‘SIGN TWO-YEAR 
CONTRACT 


“Hot Cargo” Clause 
Included in Signup 


A two-year agreement was 
signed this week between Re- 
tail Delivery Wagon Drivers’ 
Union, Local No. 588, and the 


wholesale fruit and produce 
merchants’ association, covering 37 
concerns in the east bay area. 

Of special importance in the 
contract is a section which con- 
tains a “hot cargo” clause. The 
section reads in part as follows: 

“It is agreed that the union and 
its membership have the right to 
refuse or perform service where 
the union deems that to do so 
would be violative of or inconsist- 
ent with union membership .. .” 

The contract further calls for the 
closed shop, all employes hired 
through the union office, and when 
union help is not available the 
employer may hire his own help, 
and if found desirable must be- 
come members of the union within 
30 days. The 40-hour week with 
one week's vacation with pay with 
8 holidays are also included. 

Wages for country solicitors or 
buyers is $50 per week; salesmen 
and department heads, $47.00; help- 
ers, $36.00. All part-time employes 
are guaranteed $1.00 per hour and 
not less than 4 hours work. 

The contract, signed by Fred 
Irvin, business representative of 
the union, covers adjustment of 
controversies by an adjustment 
board of equal number from the 
union and the association.

Nine hundred AFL glass bottle} 
blowers, teamsters and other) 
eraftsmen returned to their em- 
ployment at the Owens-Illinois 
Glass company in east Oakland 


yesterday after an attempted “raid” 
by the CIO on the GBBA failed. 


Led by three members of the 
glass bottle blowers’ union, the 
CIO made an attempt to “take 
over” the AFL union.

FEDERATION PLANS LEGAL ATTACK 
ON REDDING'S DANGEROUS ORDINANCE 


License Law to Be Fought by 


supreme court in the event of ad- 
verse action. 
The ordinance compels appli- 


cants, including members and offi- 
cials of trade unions, to convince 
the city council that they will not 
solicit members by coercion, intimi- 


dation, violence, etc., before the 
council will grant them a license. 
Photographs of the applicants 


must appear on the forms, which 
have been prepared by the city 
council and contain other unneces- 
sary and drastically unlawful re- 
quirements, 


Not only does such an ordinance 
place unlimited power into the 
hands of the city council, but it is 
a crass infringement upon the in- 
dividual’s constitutional rights. 

By arbitrary action, the city 
council may, under this ordinance, 
prevent all union organizers and 
members from enrolling members 
into their organizations. Such a 
reactionary measure can readily 
become a vicious’ instrument 
against labor, if so desired by the 
city council. 


In the opinion of the legal de- 
partment of the California State 
Federation of Labor, the ordinance 
is completely unconstitutional and 
will be so ruled at its first legal 
test. If relief is not obtained in the 
| local courts, the federation’s attor- 
neys will waste no time in carrying 
}it to the higher courts as quickly 
|} as the law will permit.

Trial Balloon 


One of the most important tests 
ever made by a labor union is at 
present in the process. 


We refer to the wage review 
about to be made by represent- 
atives of the paint makers’ union 
and numerous local paint manufac- 
turers. 


Without going too far back into 
ancient history we can well remem- 
ber the old stand most employers 
followed ... and without mincing, 
that was give little and demand all. 
And so a union was born, and 
flourished. 


Now, at this time of real national 
emergency, the paint makers’ un- 
ion has an excellent opportunity 
to learn for themselves whether 
or not their particular employers 
have reached the stage of fair 
dealing without the old pressure 
act being first ordered. In other 
words, a wage increase is being 
asked, an increase necessitated by 
the abnormal rise in the cost of 
living. And there will positively be 
no strike. It is a written obliga- 
tion that the members of this 
group of organized labor negoti- 
ated some six months ago. If there 
is an increase granted it will be 
voluntary on the part of the em- 
ploying group. 

And there are no strings at- 
tached. 

Briefly this is the picture: Six 
months ago the paint makers 
wanted ten cents an hour increase. 
This figure was set on the advice 
of the union representatives who 
had made an exhaustive study of 
world and local economic condi- 
tions. They advised the union that 
this raise would barely, if in truth 
it wasn’t too low, cover increased 
costs in rents, in foods, in taxes. 
The employer representatives dis- 
agreed with this opinion. They in- 
sisted that costs were not going 
to continue to rise as reported by 
the union members. They fought 
against the ten cent raise. Finally, 
and only after a strike vote, they 
agreed to give 7% cents per hour 
increase. With this went the added 
provision that the employers would 
agree to sit down with union repre- 
sentatives at the end of six months 
from signing of the agreement to 
discuss the entire wage question if 
costs actually did increase. As pre- 
viously stated, this meeting was 
voluntary on the part of the manu- 
facturers. 

Department of labor statistics 
bear out the forecast made by the 
union. Costs did increase, are con- 
tinuing to increase abnormally. 
The worker and his family are be- 
ing hurt. And hurt where it hurts 
most in the breadbasket. 
(Never have I eaten such thin pork 
chops). 

The union honestly feels that an 
adjustment in wages is in order. 
We wonder if our employers feel 
the same. And if they do, if they 
will grant such increases to corre- 
spond with the increases in costs 
or whether they will revert to 
their old position of saying “NO.” 
A position they would be safe in 
taking at this time without any 
possible counter-action or effective 
opinion on the part of the union. 

You can watch these columns for 
their answer.

Many 
of the smaller towns have had a 
great influx of boomers and mi- 
gratory workers during the past 
year and as a result of the de- 
fense jobs slowing down they are 
left with an abundance of unem- 
ployed painters. In some _ cases 
where the local has an average of 
50 painters throughout the year 
these same locals now have from 
50 to 75 members unemployed 
which is more than the local usu- 
ally carries. However in many 
cases the men are leaving the 
trade and going to work in the 
aeroplane factories and the ship- 
yards. The one exception to this 
slack districts is the large Camp 
Lompoc cantonment. This camp is 
just starting in on the painting and 
will employ around 300 painters 
when it gets in full swing. Santa 
Maria local has the clearing hall 
on this project and D. Zelinskey 
has the painting. Arrangements 
have been made whereby any addi- 
tional men are needed this local 
will furnish the men. Several of our 
members have left for this proj- 
ect already and more will be going 
as the job gets in full swing. 
Brother Rutledge can give any 
additional information to any of 
the brothers who desire to go on 
this project. 

Still wonder what the (Busy 
Bees) are up to next. Wonder how 
bad a depression will hit us when 
this defense stuff lets up. Wonder 
why we have no reports of employ- 
ers not deducting unemployment 
insurance.

State Labor Oppose ; 
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“Hot Cargo” Bill at Santa Rosa 


Councilmen Postpone “Vicious Ordinance” 
Indefinitely; Federation Keeps 


Close Watch on Bill 


Heat already generated by the 
fight over Slave Bill 877 has in- 
spired renewed activity in the 
Santa Rosa city council which for 
a number of years has been consid- 
ering the passage of a “hot cargo” 
ordinance strikingly similar to 
Slave Bill 877. Heartened by the 
Stanislaus county ordinance, dis- 
cussed recently in the Journal, a 
similar move by the anti-labor 
forces, the Santa Rosa councilmen 
dusted off their old proposed ordi- 
nance and made elaborate prepara- 
tions to pass it, despite the fact 
that the city’s own attorney has 
stated that it will be unconstitu- 
tional. 


At their meeting on October 21, 
they accepted the suggestion of the 
chairman of the ordinance commit- 
tee that before going any further 
with the “hot cargo” ordinance

garage owners and their employes, 
who are now on strike and main- 
taining a picket line. But, the 
employes could not be represented 
by any spokesman who was not a 
resident of Santa Rosa! This meant 
that the employes’ business agent, 
who represents these workers in 
four counties and resides near but 
not in Santa Rosa, could not speak 
for them. 

Word went out that the ordi- 
nance was going to be passed 
Tuesday night, October 28, but the 
councilmen suddenly changed their 
minds and postponed it indefi- 
nitely. Local members of organized 
labor feel that there is a strong 
possibility, however, that the pres- 
sure of the anti-labor employer 
groups and of the associated farm- 
ers will be strong enough 
eventually to force the passage of 
this ordinance. 

In spite of all efforts to deprive 
the local employes of representa- 
tion and the to be expected moves 
to railroad this bill through, the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor is in close and constant contact 
with all the developments and will 
act swiftly as soon as conditions 
warrant it.

Million Workers 
Benefit Under Lan, 
Fleming Says 


“The nation is healthier and 
stronger in this period of emerg- 


ency due, in part, to the workings 
of the federal wage and hour law,” 
General Philip B. Fleming, admin- 
istrator of the wage and hour di- 
vision, U. S. department of labor, 
said this week on the occasion of 
the third anniversary of the law. 


The floor for wages has in- 
creased the income of more than a 
million workers whose _ families 
may not have been getting enough 
to eat, Fleming said. The ceiling 
for hours has promoted the four- 
shift system in our vital defense 
industries, a far more efficient 
method of production than any- 
thing we achieved during the last 
war. 


“Next Monday,” Fleming con- 
tinued, “five more industrial 
wage orders go into effect. At 
least 40 cents an hour must be 
paid to all those employed in 
the shoe, furniture, gray iron 
foundry and jewelry industries; 
at least 35 cents an hour to all 
those employed in the lumber 
industry. More than a score of 
other industries are already 
operating under such order. 

“We have already established 
minimum wages of 35 to 40 
cents an hour in practically all 
America’s low wage industries.”

The task confronting the federation is admittedly a large 
one. There are 58 counties in this state, many of which 
are completely under the thumb of the associated farmers 
and similar employer groups. The number of cities and 
towns which might be prevailed upon to pass such ordi- 
nances is even larger. 

But the associated farmers are not only underestimating 
the strength and resourcefulness of the state federation of 
labor and of its membership, but the determination of 
organized labor and citizens alike to preserve constitutional 
guarantees now, at a time when these are doubly precious, 
and always. 


Furthermore, 
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Full Force of Labor Behind 
Drive To Defeat Slave Bill 


No sooner was the big black widow spider, Slave Bill 
877, put where it can do no damage for at least a year, 
and very probably forever, than a lot of little black widow 
spiders began to hatch out in various parts of the state in 
the form of county and city ordinances, just as deadly to 
organized labor, though limited to the particular county or 
city, and demanding the same decisive attack to protect 
organized labor from their danger. 


The first of these appeared recently in Stanislaus county 
when the board of supervisors adopted an ordinance which 
is practically word for word the state “hot cargo’ and 
boycott statute now being held up by refer- 
imultaneously, moves were initiated up and down 
the state to have this same legislation passed in other coun- 
ties, and in cities as well, in the form of local ordinances. 

With the passage of the Stanislaus county ordinance, 
the California State Federation of Labor, alert and expect- 
ing some such maneuver, immediately set to work to kill it. 


The success of the federation's legal department in these 
injunction cases over a period of many years has not been 
due to luck, and emphatically not to any pro-labor bias on 
the part of the numerous judges who have heard the cases. 
It has been due largely to the fact that every effort has 
been made to have the papers in proper shape when first 
filed, which has saved much delay at later stages of the 
proceedings.

have so far made a single move under the 
When they do, the state 
will be ready to combat it, and meantime 
preparations are going forward, as stated, to have the 
ordinance invalidated. 

The strategy of the associated farmers is obvious: to 
harass the California State Federation of Labor by keeping 
it so busy and spending so much money in fighting Slave 
Bill 877 in the guise of county and city ordinances that it 
will be exhausted long before the battle for a successful 


county ordinance.

AFLLEADERS WARN MEMBERS 
AGAINST PERSONS ABOUT TO 
“TAP” LABOR FOR $10,000 


AFL unionists were warned today, by representatives 
of the American Federation of Labor in Alameda county, 
to be on the lookout for solicitors, seeking funds from the 
rank and file, supposedly to aid Britain and Russia. 


These solicitors, the AFL leaders say, are not repre- 
senting labor in Alameda county, although their solicita- 
tions will be made exclusively among local unionists. 


“Do not give money for any cause to anyone not pro- 
ducing the proper credentials signed by the secretary of the 
central labor or building trades councils,” the labor leaders 
warned, “Certain people are about to visit the homes and 
jobs of our members, with the understanding. they are 
raising $10,000 to aid Britain and Russia. 

“These solicitors are without authority to collect funds 
and our members are warned NOT to give them any 
American Federation of 
Labor has set up its own organization to assist Britain. 
Matthew Woll is heading this committee. Funds are asked 
from local unions only and not by solicitors.” 

The AFL leaders issued the warning when it was 
learned that certain persons, not connected with the AFL 
movement in Alameda county, held a meeting in Oakland 
and appointed a committee of three to visit the rank and 
file members and demand that they contribute to a 
$10,000 ‘‘pot” supposedly to aid Britain and Russia. 

Just where the funds will go was not learned by the 
representatives.
